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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to show or suggest a boom comprising a skirt that has a draught that varies 
from a minimum size in the area of the boom apex to a maximum size at the free towing 
ends of the side arms. The closest prior art, Vidilles '862, discloses a skirt which has a 
draught that varies from a maximum size in the area of the boom apex to a minimum 
size at the free towing ends. The remaining prior art discloses primarily skirts that have 
a consistent or substantially same draught from an area of the boom apex to the free 
ends.
